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SUMMARY  OF  FOREIGN  CRC'iJ  PROSPECTS. 

At  the  present  time,  forecasts  of  the  agricultural  situation  in  the 
DO  T/f?RI1  HEMT' SPHERE  for  the  season  1920-21,  show  indications  bf  a  very  ' 
satisfactory  nature. 

The  ARGENTINA  and  AUSTRALIAN  harvesH/tfe  are  progressing  more  or  less 
favorably  notwithstanding  undesirable    falls  of  rain  in  both  countries. 
Although  at  is  rather  early  to  judge,  it  is  Expected  that  the  ARGENTINA 
harvest  will  come  up  to  earlier  expectations.    Favorable  harvest  weather  is 
at  present  prevailing  and  it  is  expected  that  the  crops  will  completely 
recuperate  from  the  slight  damage  caaagSd  by  drought  and  hail  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  season*     The  latest  -official  estimates  at  present'  on  file  in 
thid    Bureau  place  the  acreage  of  wheat,  linseed  and  oats  in  Argentina, 
for  the  season  1920-21  as  follows;    Wheat  15,014,000  acres;  Linseed  3,484,000 
a  ores.-;  and  Oats  2,063,000  acres.     Up  to  date  no  official  government  reports 
on  the  production  of  cereals  have  been  received  although  earlier  in  the 
season  unofficial  sources  placed  the  prospective  yield  of  wheat  as  high  as 
224,000,000  bushels.    This 'estimate  would  probably  be  somewhat-  reduced  by 
conservative  observers,     The  prospects  of  crops  in  AUSTRALIA  exception- 
ally good.     Optimistic  reports  of  the  wheat  crop  being  harvested  continue 
to  come  to  hand*     Recent  advices  show  that  some  districts  of  New  South  Wales 
are  yielding  about  40  bushels  of  wheat  to  the  acre.     Unofficial  estimates 
place  the  total  production  of  wheat  for  the  COMMONWEALTH  for  the  season 
V  .    -.1  at  approximately  140,000,000  bushels,     In  the    UNION"  0"?  SOUTH  AFRICA 
tK-i'.ef icial  rains  have  fallen  and  plowing  has  commenced  in  the  Transvaal, 
Orange  Free  State  and  Natal,,      Rain  is  also  reported  as 'falling  in  the  drought 
stricken  areas  of  the  Cape  Province,     The  latest  available  estimates  lor  this 
country  show  the  area  of  wheat  to  be  823,000  acres;  barley  91,000  acres  and 
corn  564,000  acres*.  ■  -The  latest  forecast  of  production -.places  the  amount  of 
wheat  at  8,649,000  bushels,  compared  with  6,630,000  last  year;  barley 
l,-292,000  bushels,  compared  with "1,160,000  last  year  and  corn  . 45, 81^, 000 
bushels,  compared  with  42,986,000  last  year.    (In  our  last  report,  through 
an  error  in  the  original  source  the  production  of  corn  was  erroneously  quoted)* 
The  sowing  of 'winter  cereals  in  the  NORTHERN  HEMISpH^RE  has  progressed 
favorably  and  is  now  about  completed,  with  indications  tending  to  show  that  a 
normal  area  has  been  planted,     The  total  area  sown  to  fall  reheat  in  CANADA 
for  the  year  1921  is  officially  estimate!  to  be '792, 200  acres,  as  compared 
with  8*6,800  acres,  the  area  sown  in  1919  tr     ^^0,  and  with  814,133  acres,  the 
area  harvested.      This  is  a  decrease  of  54,o00  acres,  or  6  per  cent,  from  the 
area,  sown,  and  21,963  acres,  or  3  per  cent,  from  the  area  harvested,  The 
crop  is  reported  as  having  made  good  growth,  its  condition  on  October  31st 
being  given,  in  percentage  of  the  decennial  average,  as  102  for  all  CANADA* 
On  the  whole  excellent  progress  has  been  nade  this  fall  in  the  plowing  of 
land  intended  for  next  year's  crops.     For  the  whole  of  CANADA  tne  percentage 
of  land  plowed  is  71$,  as  against  oo%  last  year,   this  year's  percentage 
being  larger  than  in  any  year  since  19i4»     Tne  potato  harvest  is  represented 
by  138,527,000  bushels  from  an  ari  ~  of  784,5*4  acres,  as  compared  with  l'£5. 
125,57i,900  bushels  from  818,767  acres  in  1919.       The  total  value  to  the 
fax-fliers  of  the  potato 
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cs  cop  for  this  country  is  estimated  at  $13<±,  693, 000  as  compared  with 
^^8,894,-300  in  1919.      The' total  yield  of  turnips  and  other  roots  is 
estimated,  at  114,081,000  bushels  from  390  ,  386  acres,  as  against  fri  - 
112,388,600  bushels  from  317,396  acres  in  1919.     In  FRANCE  the  thaw 
which  followed  the  recent  frosts  was  accompanied  by  useful  showers  -which 
improved  the  soil  conditions  in  the  North  and- has  enabled  a  good  deal  of 
laOc  Vvaeat  seeding  which  had  been  much  retarded  by  the  drought  to  be 
accompli  shed.  '  In  the  South  the  weather  has  zeen  favorable  for  all  out- 
door operations,     Sowings  are  practically  completed  and  early  grain  has 
made 'good,  growth.      There  has  .also  been  further  reports'/of  an  increase  in  .  ; 
the  wlisat  acreage.     This' year *s  harvest  (1920)  in  RUSSIA  has  been  the 
poorest  experienced  for  years,       The  Government  has  had  to  provide  f Oud  . 
for  a  number  of  the    peasantry  who  have  not/harvested  enough  .for  their  . 
cwn  requirements.     In  ROUMANIA  drought  greatly  hindered  the  autumn  seed- 
ing.    Heavy  falls  of  snow  were  reported  m  November  and  this  wintry 
.  weather:,  put  a  stojj  to  sowing.     It  is  now  almost  certain  that  the  wheat 
aorv.e..ro  will  be  short.      The  seedings  of  winter  crops  in  Austria  are 
repoj  -,.,d  in  good  condition'..    In  INDIA  owing  to  continued  drought,  crop 
prospects  are  unfavorable,     Rain  has  been  badly  needed  all  the  season 
in  many  parts  ox  the  unirrigated  wheat-growing  sections  and  germination 
'..Is  hardly  likely  to  be  very  satisfactory.     In  GERMANY  the  harvest  of 
3:920  was  completed  early,  and  sowing  operations  took  place  so  soon 
that  At  the  beginning  of  October  germination  was  already  in  progress 
Vimpt't  everywhere.      Recently  there •  has  been  complaints  of  unseasonably 
.dry  weather,  which  is  having  an  unfavorable  influence  on  the  young,  crops.  „ 
In  ITALY  during  the  latter' half  of  September  there  were  beneficial 
rainfalls,  though  in  the  southern  provinces  they  were  not  sufficient  for: 
autumn  plowing  and  sowing*     Recently  dry  weather  has  c-ntxnued  to.  hinder 
afetajuma'  seeding  in  many  sections  and  bafi.   weather  in  the  North  has  prevented 
farmers  getting  on  with  the  work.     Pessimistic  reports  of  th©  wheat  acre- 
age are  already  being  circulated.     The  autumn  sowing  in  SPAIN  has  been 
?  to  ended by  satisfactory  weather  and  "is  now  about  completed,     In  the 

KINGDOM  the  open  dry  weather  has  been  favorable  for  the  carrying 
en  of  late  field  work.     In  the '  South East  and  the  Midland  Counties  of 
England  it  is  believed- that  the  winter  wheat  area  is  larger  than  last 
season,  but  reports  indicate  that  in  the  Northern  Counties  less  wheat 
than  usual  has  been  seededv 

In  NORTH  AFRICA  the  agricultural  situation  at  the  present  time  is 
not  quite  so  favorable  as  indicated  in.  our  last  report,  ;  In, -ALGERIA  the 
first  seedings  are  sprouting  in  those  parts  ^her e  there  has- not  been  so 
much  rain.     Gemination  is  normal,  but  sowing  is  behindhand.       In  TUNIS 
devastation  has  been  caused  be  floods  and  many  growers  has  been  forced 
to  make  entirely  fresh  sowings.       In  MOROCCO)  the  first  sowings  have  come 
up  well,  but  vegetation  has  been  checked  by  premature  frosts,
